" Chinese’ Pawnshops and* their 
Customs" (an article ‘in. this 
month’s. issue of the Chinese 
Economic . Monthly) ‘we have 
nothing - but _ praise ‘for, ‘the 
originality of the idea. . 
One ‘learns’.that names and. 
addresses of pawners: are required 
in. most parts:of China and that 
when stolen goods are’ located in 
a'shop the thief is often found by 
some clue contained in the name. 
- It is not surprising to learn that 
the need for protecting prwnshops 
from attacks by organised bandits

Europe; but Asia Minor, North 
Africa, ‘and certain of the South

this respect. 

Turkey has a very. unsavoury 
reputation «for such  ontrages, 

which appear to be committed 
en almost with impunity. ' At 
any rate, it is very seldom that any 
one is: brought to book.
